Conservatives: jobs, jobs, lies

The federal government's 
new business oriented summer 
job program will create 20,000 
fewer jobs and cost $61 million 
less than a similar program last 
year, a government document 
revealed. 

The details of the document 
were released by New Democrat 
MP Howard McCurdy in the 



House of Commons on January 
26. The document indicates a 
Tory plan to provide 55,000 
summer jobs through a $140 
million program. McCurdy ob- 
tained the document from' 
Employment and Immigration 
Canada. 

The Liberal government 
created nearly 86,000 summer 
jobs for students last year 
through the $201 million Sum- 
mer Canada Works program, 



the country's largest student 
summer job creation program. 
Summer Canada Works was 
virtually eliminated when the 
Tories announced their 
November, 1984, economic 
statement. 

The document contained a 
memo saying that it had been 
approved by Flora MacDonald, 
Employment and Immigration 
Minister. In the House of Com- 
mons, on January 26, Mac- 



Donald denied having approved 
the document. She also refused 
to admit that the government 
was slashing $61 million from 
the summer job cration pro- 
gram.. She then left the House 
without stopping to answer 
reporters' questions. 

A day later, however, she said 
she had approved the document 
for "further consideration", 
along with other proposals, and 
would soon be announcing a

Canada Works. 

Said McCurdy: "Yesterday in 
the House the minister denied 
that she had seen and agreed to 
a program called (Summer Ex- 
perience And Learning Fund)... 
a number of federal officials 
have now confirmed the 
legitimacy of the document 
which she said yesterday she 
had not seen." 

"Someone surely is 
misleading the public. ..so- 
meone surely is not telling the 
truth" he said. 

Replied McDonald:"When I 
finally had a chance to see the 
document.. .1 recognised it as a 
prelimary document to which I 
had agreed should be given fur- 
ther consideration. ..(that) is 
ongoing and out of it will come 
the provisions which govern the 
Canada Summer Employment 
program." 

The Summer Experience and 
Learning Fund, as described in 
the document, is a radical 
departure from Summer 
Canada Works. Out of the pro- 
gram's $140 million, $125 
million is new money and $15 
million will be available if need- 
ed. 

The government expects 
federal departments to find 
money from their constrained 
budgets to make another 5,000 
jobs and will challenge the 
private sector to create addi- 
tional openings. It hopes these 
two measures will add to the 
65,000 jobs created for 
students. 

About $108 million will take 
the form of wage subsidies 
under the banner of Incentives 
for Career Employment. The 
government plans to give priori- 
ty to those private sector and 
non-profit groups that provide 
jobs linked education and 
career plans. 

The government will sub- 
sidize the private sector for up 
to fifty per cent, of the students' 
wages with a maximum of three 
dollars per hour, and non-profit 
groups for up to 100%. This 
part of the program ressembles 
a similar segment of Summer 
Canada Works called 'Summer

"There are people listed who 
are not necessarily war 
criminals but who the Soviets 
just don't like," said Alan Shef- 
man, National Director of the 
League of Human Rights. 

Shefman said the League is 
"very concerned about lists be- 
ing published because they are 
not very well researched. You 
have to begin with a certain 
amount of skepticism" when 
dealing with Soviet informa' 
tion.

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Activist claims animal oppression like racism

"Humankind cannot, and 
does not exist in isolation. We 
are but a single strand in the 
web of life; one species among 
many on a planet we all share. 
All lifeforms are due the same 
respect which we demand for 
ourselves. 



'The forum on Animal Rights 
and Human Obligations began 
with these words from Anne 
Doncaster, President of the 
Mississagua Animal Rights 



Society and also President of 
the International Primate Pro- 
tection League. 

Sponsored by the McGill 
Religious Studies Department 
and the Graduate's Society, the 
forum last Tuesday attracted 
over 200 professors, doctors 
and concerned students. 

The central issue was whether 
Animal rights should be tied to 
human rights and dignity. Don- 
caster, President of the 
Mississauga Animal Rights 
Society and President of the In- 
ternational Primate Protection 



League of Canada, asked the 
audience: 4, Are brutality and 
violence wrong in themselves or 
are they only wrong when com- 
mitted to members of our own 
species?" 

She then went on to advocate 
the words of Peter Singer, a 
U.S. animal activist who has 
written a book questioning our 
right to exploit and oppress 
other species. 

Singer parallels the notion of 
the human species being the 
dominant group over all other 
species of the animal kingdom 



to the mind set of white man op- 
pressing blacks and women. He 
says that the prejudices the 
human species over other 
species is as morally wrong as 
any other type of bigotry. 

The third panelist was Dr 
Harold Rowsell, Executive 
Director of the Canadian Coun- 
cil on Animal Care. He opened 
his speech saying: 

"Animals are not human be- 
ings, Animals are animals and 
lets let them be animals... we 
must not give animals human 
dignities." 



Tuition hike hinted 
over martinis 



MpNTREAL (CUP) - 
Quebec's Minister of Education 
hinted tuition fees for Québec 
students will go up next fall, at a 
recent cocktail party at Concor- 
dia University. 

At the party, Concordia 
Students' Association Vice- 
Président External confronted 
Minister Yves Bérube about a 
possible tuition hike. 

"Bérube said as an official 
policy that tuition fees for 
foreign students will be frozen 
for next year, and implied that 
tuition fees for Québec students 
will definitely go up," the stu- 
dent, Francois Desrosiers, said. 

Tuition fees for foreign 



students are ten times what they 
were seven years ago, but tui- 
tion for domestic students has 
not risen in 15 years. 

Bérube said a decision on 
raising tuition fees for Cana- 
dian students will be made "this 
spring." 

The ministry has also decided 
not to . charge higher fees to 
students from other Canadian 
provinces they recently an- 
nounced. Last year they hinted 
students from outside Québec 
could be paying $1,000 a year, 
compared to the current $570 
for all Canadian students.

MONTREAL (CUP)— Mon 
tréal's four universities, their 
government funding stagnating, 
are borrowing heavily from the 
bank to try and maintain some 
semblance of quality program- 
ming. 

By the end of this year, 
McGill will have an ac- 
cumulated $18 million deficit. 
L'Université de Montréal will 
owe a total of $16 million to the 
bank. Concordia will be $11 
million in debt. All this debt has 
accumulated in the past three 
years. 

L'Université du Québecà 
Montréal has less than $1 
million debt, but owes money to 
the Université du Québec 
system. 

' The provincial grant for all 
the Montréal universities have 
decreased in real dollars in the 
past three years, while enroll- 
ment has increased steadily. 

L'Université de Montréal said 
last month it has made all the 
"significant" cuts in services it 
is prepared to make. The 
university's Executive Vice- 
Rector Jacques Menard said 
any further cuts would be "ir- 



reparably compromising the 
quality of education we give our 
students. 

"There are some things we 
just won't do," Menard said.

"What do Canadians feel is 
the most important issue they 
face today?" 

Is it the Superpowers' active 
foreign policies and the fresh 
rounds of nuclear proliferation, 
or is it the new Canadian 
government and its nascent 
platforms? 

These and a host of other 
critical issues have Canadians 
questioning themselves and at 
the same time reassessing their 
beliefs. 

In a recent poll conducted on 
campus the Daily asked 
students from a cross section of 
the undergraduate faculties 
what they felt is the most critical 
problem facing Canada today? 

The most prevalent answer, 
though not an overwhelming 



one: "We want jobs!" 

Granted, it was early in the 
morning (10 a.m.), but the first 
persons polled stated they really 
didn't know, that they really 
weren't the person to be asked, 
they were busy, and had work 
to do. 

A few of 'umms' and 'ahhs' 
later, another felt Canadian 
morals should be examined and 
perhaps re-oriented. 

Other answers ranged from 
Canada's stand on the male pill, 
to alientaion from oneself and 
society, to Canada's next postal 
strike. 

In all, unemployment topped 
the list with 55 per cent seeing it 
as Canada's most important 
menace. . 

Sixty per cent of Management 
students went with unemploy- 
ment. The other 40 per cent 



thought government fiscal 
policies were the major source 
of concern. 

Engineers polled a whopping 
80 per cent in favour of 
unemployment, while nuclear 
proliferation was a distant se- 
cond with the remaining 20 per 
cent. 

Of the Arts students polled, 
there was an even split between 
unemployment and nuclear pro- 
liferation, with the remaining 20 
per cent going to national iden- 
tity. 

Science students were split 40 
ier cent for unemployment and 
'0 per cent each for nuclear pro-, 
liferation, the state of world 
economy, and the national iden- 
tity crisis.

He was quick to remind his 
audience that the government 
functions in the interest of a 
consumer society. Product 
testing carried out on animals is 
demanded by governments to 
protect humans. The Declara- 
tion of Helsinki states that 
"before you use anything on 
•humans, it first must be ex- 
perimented on animals." 

Dr McArdle, Directer of 
Laboratory Animal Welfare of 
the U.S. Humane Society, the 
second of the three panelists 
asked, "What qualities do we 
have that the rest of the Animal 
Kingdom lacks?" 

He says human intelligence is 
the trait most often cited for 
justifying our 'superiority.' 
However, McArdle says there 
are primates with more in- 
telligence than the retarded of 
our societies. "How then can 
we experiment on more in- 
telligent animals and not experi- 
ment on less intelligent 
humans?" he asks. 

As a former bio-medic 
himself, he thinks that the 
priorities of biomedical research 
are wrong. He sees no point on 
experimenting on animals in 
order to cure diseases such as 
cancer and heart attacks. He 
claims these diseases are 
brought about because of social 
anxieties and pressures, and our 
diet. Diseases are merely a 
reflection of our contemporary 
society, McArdle says. 

McArdle fails to see how the 
social pressures and anxieties 
present in our society can be 
measured on animals. He says 
that further research on drug 
addictions and alcohol addic- 
tions is invalid and does not per- " 
tain because both of those are 
mental illnesses. 

After the panelists had each 
had an opportunity to voice 
their opinions there was a ques- 
tion/discussion period. The 
crowd was polarized. The 
Animal activists thought the 
researchers consider themselves 
as the "secretive elite," often 
referred to as the white-coat 
syndrome. 

Eventually, the debate came 
down to one question: "Would 
you prefer experimentation on 
humans rather than on 
animals?" 

The question remains 
unresolved. With respect to 
consumer testing, the activists 
said alternative ways of testing 
should be utilized. And, they 
said, if there are no alternatives, 
tfien the worth of the product 
should be questioned. 

But the issue is not black and 
white. No one is right and no 
one is wrong. Some see it as a 
question of morality; others in 
opposition do not. 

The animal rights activists say 
they stick by a quote by Mahat- 
ma Gandhi: "The greatness of a 
nation and its moral progress 
can be judged by the way its 
animals are treated."

Rubin opens with a definition 
of Yippies and Yuppies: 

"If you hear the initials IRA 
and you think Irish Republican 
Army, then you're a Yippie. If 
you think of an Individual 
Retirement Account, then 
you're a Yuppie," he says. 

"In the next presidential elec- 
tion, or the one after that, a 
Yuppie president will be 
elected," he says. Yuppie 
oriented politicians will be in 
power until the third decade of 
the 21st century."We haven't 
sold out, we're taking over." 

He calls the baby boomer, a 
generation of achievers who 
have discovered "It's O.K. to 
have nice things. It's O.K. to 
have money." 



He praises president Ronald 
Reagan's slow, sensible ap- 
proach to change and says he 
will be remembered as the 
"president of peace" after he 
signs a nuclear arms treaty with 
the Soviets. 

Hoffman, contrasting 
Rubin's slick, pretty presenta- 
tion, is funny, vulgar and at one 
point starts to undress on stage. 

Notorious for the same 
reason as Rubin, Hoffman has 
not changed his ideas, politics 
or appearance "since I was 
four" and is proud of his police 
record — 41 arrests so far. 

He urges the audience to take 
a wider view of the world 
because "Rubin's world is as 
narrow as his tie. 



"Don't be over-eager to sell 
your souls to capitalism," he 
warns those who might be 
swayed by Rubin. He says 
young people should confront 
governments and corporations, 
not be absorbed by them.^He 
even lashes out at students' 
apathy, calling today's univer- 
sities "hotbeds of social rest." 

Hoffman takes a humourous 
approach in getting his message 
across. When he expresses ^is 
distrust of Reagan, he says lie 
had offered Reagan $10,000 for 
his favourite charity, "even 
those son-of-a-bitch contras," 
if Reagan could name every 
member of his cabinet.

VANCOUVER(CUP) — The 

University of B.C.'s RCMP 
detachment is denying campus 
clubs the right to liquor licenses 
unless they donate all profits 
from alcohol to charity. 

"It's becoming tantamount 
to harassment," says James 
Mollis, UBC student council 
finance director. 

Hollis says the council's 
lawyers are calling the RCMP's 
interpretation of the provincial 
Liquor Act unreasonable and 
unusual. 



The RCMP, Hollis says, has 
told dozens of UBC clubs that 
they will not be issued further li- 
quor licenses until they bring to 
the police their receipts showing 
they donated the profits from 
the sale of alcohol to charity. 

One campus club held a func- 
tion to raise money for universi- 
ty scholarships, but the RCMP 
told club members the cause 
does not qualify as charity. The 
RCMP now refuses to give the 
club liquor permits. 

Campus RCMP refuse to 
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low regular price and a spare pair is yours'at no extra charge. 
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comment on the incident. But 
they have indicated the charity 
does not have to be off-campus. 

RCMP Sergeant Andy Luckp 
says *a large number of liquor 
permits have been issued and 
the RCMP and the Liquor Con- 
trol Board are concerned about 
where the revenue generated 
from the sale of alcohol is go- 
ing. 

According to the B.C. Liquor 
Act, if a function is held with 
the prime purpose, of making 
money, then the fund's 
technically go to charity. 

Hollis says nearly 100% of 
UBC club functions are social, 
not revenue-generating, and 
therefore the RCMP crackdown 

is "extremely unreasonable.".'

OTTAWA(CUP)— Dr. 
Henry Morgentaler collected 
donations, pledges of support 
and death threats during his re- 
cent three-city tour of Western 
Canada. 

Morgentaler's tour took him 
to Calgary, Edmonton and 
Winnepeg, where large and en- 
thusiastic crowds donated 
' J mohey to his defence fund and 
gave their support to his crusade 



for accessible and safe abor- 
tions. 

He told a rally at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta he plans to open 
an abortion clinic "in every pro- 
vince of Canada", and offered 
to establish one in Edmonton 
for the Alberta government. In 
Winnepeg, where Morgentaler 
faces charges following two 
raids on his clinic, he says it will 
re-open in mid-March. 



This announcement promp- 
ted Winnepeg pro-lifer advocate 
Joe Borowski to say some pro- 
lifers have offered to pay for 
Morgentaler's murder, and that 
he would bring death upon 
himself by re-opening the Win- 
nepeg clinic. 

Morgentaler admitted in Ed- 
monton he was concerned about 
threats made to his life by pro- 
life extremists. "It's possible so- 



meone will pump a few bullets 
in me." he said, adding his 
death would only serve to make 
him a pro-choice martyr.

1000 B.c.: a 
university odyssey 



VANCOUVER (CUP) — Near- 
ly: 1,000 students who were ac- 
cepted into B.C.'s universities 
did not register for classes 
because they did not have the 
money to attend school, a 
survey conducted by the institu- 
tions say. 

The University of B.C., 
Simon Fraser University, and 
the University of Victoria mail- 
ed out more than 5,500 ques- 
tionnaires to find out why the 
number of "no-shows" this 
year was greater than that of 
past years. The survey had a 50 
per cent response rate. 

Out of 2,951 replies, about 
one-third indicated they are 
working instead of studying. 
They said they could not scrape 
up enough money to pay for tui- 
tion fees and the other costs of a 
university education. UBC's 
fees jumped 33 per cent in 1984 
to S 1,200 for the first year arts 
programme while UVic's fees 
increased 26 per cent to SI, 170. 

Fifteen to 20 per cent of the 
respondents said they arc atten- 
ding a B.C. college or institute 
instead of one of the three 
universities because they could 
not afford university tuition 
fees; 20 per cent left the pro- 
vince to study elsewhere and 30 
to 35 per cent arc attending 
another B.C. university.

year, with UBC noting an 18 per 
cent decrease and UVic a 19 per 
cent decrease. SFU's first year 
enrolment tumbled six per cent. 

At UBC, 20 per cent of 
students usually fail to show up 
for first year registration. This 
year about 33 per cent of those 
accepted did not show up. At 
SFU and UVic, 22 per cent did 
not register respectively. 

Margaret Copping, UBC's 
student council president, says 
the survey indicates financial 
constraints arc the number one 
problem facing the first year 
students. 

"The survey verifies what 
we've been saying all along, that 
money is holding people up." 

Those respondents who said 
they left the province to study 
outside B.C. indicated they had 
trouble entering the programme 
of their choice, and were 
notified of their acceptance at a 
late date. 

The survey says 66 per cent of 
those attending a B.C. college 
or institute intend to return to a 
B.C. university in the next two 
years. Only 16 per cent of out- 
of-province respondents said 
they would return during this 
time. 
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B.C. has the lowest university 
participation rate among those 
between the. ages of 18 and 24 of 
any Canadian province. 
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In response to the letter by Colleen Glavin et al (Hyde 
Park, Dec.6) concerning the proposal by the McGill Program 
Board and its Winter Carnival Committee to bring convicted 
Watergate co-conspirator G. Gordon Liddy to McGill as a 
guest speaker, wc on the Program Board wish to make it clear 
that wc in no way condone Liddy's participation in the 
Watergate break-in. 

Miss Glavin and her colleagues are opposed to having Lid- 
dy speak at McGill on the grounds that he is a convicted 
criminal. To say that Liddy's "only attraction as a speaker 
derives from his criminal activities" or that his speeches are 
"merely designed to exploit sensationalistic tendencies" is, 
we maintain, a rather simplistic view of the issues. 

While Liddy's notoriety is the direct result of his activities 
in the Watergate scandal, it he unfortunately overshadows his 
pre- Watergate political career; a career which gave him great 
insight into the workings of the United States government. 

Contrary to what Miss Glavin and the others seem to 
believe, Liddy does not speak only on Watergate. His lecture 
is entitled "Government: Public Perceptions Versus Reality". 
Also contrary to what Miss Glavin and her associates seem to 
believe, the Program Board was not looking for a speaker on 
the subject of Watergate when we chose Liddy. Liddy was 
chosen because of his reputation as an excellent speaker. (Lid- 
dy recieves great reviews wherever he speaks and he has won 
the Natinal Associatin of Campus Activities Entertainment 
Award (1984) in the lecture category). 

We question the motives of Miss Glavin and the others in 
chosing this time to launch their moral crusade. In the first 
semester the Program Board presented lectures by Roger 
Caron and, Billy Hayes, bother convicted criminals. In neither 
case did we hear of any opposition from Miss Glavin and her 
friends. Are they motivated by a concern for morality or is 
there, perhaps, a more political motivation? 

Unfortunately, this issue of Liddy speaking at McGill is a 
dead one since he will not be coming. Before Miss Glavin and 
her colleagues pat themselves on the back, it should be made 
clear that it was not their opposition, but simply budgetary 
considerations which prevented his appearing at McGill. 

All of us on the Program Board were, and still are, 
prepared to stand by our choice of G. Gordon Liddy as a 
speaker. It is our wish to present the highest quality enter- 
tainers and lectures to the McGill community which funds 
will allow. It would be a sad day indeed if Program Board 
began scheduling events merely to suit the whims of vocal 
campus groups with large vested interests.

Don't attack the Guards 

To the Daily: 

: As a former member of the Canadian 
Grenadier Guards, I took great exception to 
Carl Dolge's article concerning his short- 
lived career In The Guards. 
, Contrary to his beliefs. The Guards are not 
specifically a ceremonial unit of the Cana- 
dian Armed Forces. One of their duties Is to 
send a contingent ol men to Parliament Hill 
every summer, along with men and women 
from many dilferent reserve units, to per- 
form the Changing ol the Guard. 

Aside from this training, there Is an option 
to take a solely combat-oriented version of 
basic-training known as The Sum- 
mer/Youth/Employment/Program for those 
recruits who feel that the ceremonial aspect 
of the military Is not for them. 

To be a Grenadier Guard is not only to 
"sport a heavy red uniform, a bearskin hat, 
and a rifle In the hot sun," as claims Mr. 
Dolge, but also to sport a combat uniform, 
helmet and nfie in all types of weather con- 
ditions. The Guards are an infantry reserve 
unit, just like any other reserve unit In the 
country. The reserves are the second line ol 
defense alter the regular forces, and 
therefore must have at least some basic 
combat knowledge and training. This is not 
achieved by spending one summer in Ot- 
tawa and then quitting. The combat training 
offered in Ottawa along with the ceremonial 
training is next to nothing. I personally 
never went to Ottawa during my two year 
stint, but after talking to many people who 
have. I know this to be true. 

Another thing that greatly bothered me 
was Mr. Doige's simplistic and childlike at- 
titude towards the military. He joined the ar- 
my, and whether it Is the reserves or the 
regular forces, it is still the same army. 
Does anyone ever expect to be treated nicely 
and gently as a recruit? The idea of basic 
training is not only to provide basic military 
knowledge but to teach discipline and 
respect. If you can't handle it, then don't 
join, and il It is too late, then quit — but 
don't bad-mouth the army, especially the 
Guards, because you personally could not 
take the training, or don't agree with the 
training methods used. 

The comparison of the Guards to a cull 
was absolutely ridiculous. If you really want 
to, many general ideas can be stretched to 
find similarities. Mr. Doige makes it sound 
like the recruits are kept locked up in cages 
alter the day's training to shine their boots 
and iron uniforms. As Graham Jelfrey said 
in his letter to the Daily ol Jan. 30. once you 
quickly learn how to do these things, the 
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rest ol the time is your own. 

Had Mr. Dolge been willing to stay on a 
little longer with the Guards and try out 
some real military exercises, such as the ten 
day war-game held In Valcartler, Québec 
every August, he might have had a dilferent 
opinion of the Guards and of the army as a 
whole. I would suggest to him that before he 
speaks out about such things, he should 
find out and present the whole story, and 
not just his one sided, narrow-minded ver- 
sion.

Goodbye Mr. Scott 

To the Dally: 

A few days ago Prol. Frank Scott died at 
the age ol 85. His death leaves Canada a 
poorer place, lor he was a great man. In the 
world ol Ronald Reagan, Margaret Thatcher 
and Brian Mulroney, greatness is too often 



associated with the capacity to decieve peo- 
ple in order to better manipulate and hurt 
them. Frank Scott was neither a deciever 
nor a manipulator. Instead, Frank Scott's 
memory will live on in the minds of men and 
women of good will. Some may recall the 
sensitive poet, who wrote movingly about 
the plight of Ihe unemployed, the tragic fate 
ol a young jewish girl named Anne Frank, or 
the assasination ol Ghandl. Capitalist ex- 
ploiters, pedantic Intellectuals and censor- 
ing prudes will recall Scott's biting humour. 
Lawyers and others will recall that Scott 
taught at McGill University lor four decades. 
And that he was also one of the mentors of 
the notion of equal rights for both English 
and French-speaking Canadians from coast 
to coast. 

Frank Scott's concern with law led direct- 
ly to his role as a civil libertarian. In the 
1930's, Scott protested against the 
persecution ol communists • whom he con- 
demned ideologically - and fought lor the 
many Canadians out ol work. In the t940's, 
it was the unjust and cruel internment ol the 
Japanese Canadians which aroused his 
anger. In the 1950's, Frank Scott fought 
and won two important struggles for 
freedom of expression in Quebec. One, the 
Roncarelli Affair, was to protect the right ol 
Jehovah Witnesses to proselytize without 
suffering physical persecution. The other, 
which could be called the Lady Chatterly Af- 
fair, was fought to prevent the banning of 
the novel ol that name, which was con- 
sidered pornographic. Finally. Frank Scott 
will be remembered as a socialist: both the 



CCF and the NOP owed a lot to Scott's ideas 
ol social equality and Individual freedom. 
Traditional parties were intelligent enough to 
borrow Scott's ideas and Implement them. 
Things like universal social programmes, 
medicare and federal-provincial transfer 
payments, which have helped make Canada 
a more decent country, were directly in- 
spired by the thought of Scott and other 
CCFers. Unfortunately the socialist Ideal 
was never Implemented; no society In which 
men and women, of all origins, religions and 
traditions, could develop in a spirit of 
creativity and cooperation exists yet. This 
belief In the Co-operative Commonwealth 
Scott cherished to his dying day.

Student learns to 
love rats 

To the Dally: 

On January 29, an international sym- 
posium on animal rights was held at McGill. 
On this occasion,' I found that animals were 
entitled to life, liberty and Ihe pursuit of 
happiness (at least American animals 
are). To my horror, I realized that I unknow- 
ingly had been violating the rights of 
animals for years. But whereas I once had 
disregarded the rights ol animals to do as 
they wish with their own lives, I have had a 
complete change ol heart, and would like to 
share some things with those of you who 
might still be in the dark about nature. 

That night, I came home to find rats In my 
garage. My first inclinatin was to set traps. 
Can you imagine this sort of egoism? I 
didn't know il, but I had been an un- 
conscious species-ist. But now I know that 
these animals have just as much right to lile 
as I do. I am pleased to say that they have 
procreated several limes and have invited all 
of their friends over, just as we humans do 
with our own kind. 

Upon entering the house. I saw my sink 
and cupboards inlested with roaches and 
silverfish. I went to fetch my Raid, but I 
realized that In so doing. I was again mak- 
ing the same vulgar value judgement. How 
dare I assume that my comlort is more im- 
portant that their progress as a community, 
their very lives? 

This morning, alter several days ol tell- 
tale symptoms, I was diagnosed as having 
gonorrhea (I assume this was a punishment 
lor my past sins with animals). Dear God. I 
thought - I'd better get some penicillin 
fast. But then I remembered the lessons of 
the symposium: penicillin would mean 
genocide (or those bacteria. Since when 
does my health and fertility superced the 
lives of millions ol brother living beings? 

Let me make myself clear. Before I 
became aware of animal rights, I thought 
that nature was something pre-moral, 
something beyond our own sense ol justice 
and lair play. My dogmatic but well- 
intentioned schooling made nature appear 
blind, mechanical, and prone to chance 
events. Living things were condemned to 
struggle with each other, kill each other, 
even abandon the needs ol their young 
when their own survival benelitted from 
that. But the philosophy of Mr. Singer and 
the animal rights movement has made me 
see the truth: nature is benign, and 
overflowing In kindness and compassion for 
its creatures. We humans have no right to 
interfere with that. We may form part ol the 
natural order ol things , but that doesn't give 
us the right to exploit other species the way 
they exploit each other. Whales, for exam- 
ple, don't perform experiments on us or ex- 
tract our oils for cosmetics, even though 
they are more intelligent than we are and 
have a greater mass ol brain tissue to prove 
it. 

Well, my illness has sterilised me, the 
rats have virtually overtaken my block, and 
the roaches are having a heyday in my 
house, but thanks to my new understanding 
of nature, millions of my (ellow earth in- 
habitants can assume control over their own 
lives and develop themselves to their fullest 
potential. I suggest that all of us similarity 
reconsider our place, and that we extend to 
all creatures the age-old injunction we pro- 
undly misunderstood to apply to ourselves: 
be fruitful and multiply, dominate the earth 
and subdue it.

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Both Concordia and McGill 
are still . hacking at their pro- 
grams, while deparately trying 
to find money in the private sec- 
y jtor. McGill has been quite suc- 
cessful, raising $46 million in 
(I ,private funds over the eighteen 
months. Concordia, with less 
wealthy alumni, has raised 
S10.8 million in two years. 
However, the schools cannot 
jjsolicit money to pay off their 
deficits or staff salaries. 

Both schools have been forc- 
ed to quickly find places to cut 
.'jifter Québec repeatedly scaled 
.j,down its contribution for the 
^984-85 year. In May, 1984, 
McGill thought it would have a 
$2.4 million deficit. But after 
bad news from Quebec, the 
school now estimates it will owe 



$7.2 milion. • 

Last week, McGiU's principal 
organized emergency open 
meetings with staff on the 
university's two campuses, to 
"outline financial difficulties 
and explore potential 
measures." 

After Concordia found out it 
would not be getting a promised 
S3 million last fall, the school 
set up an emergency task force 
to cut that amount from the 
budget. 

"We're already operating on 
a bare bones budget so it is dif- 
ficult to say exactly where the 
cuts will be made," said 
Graham Martin, Concordia's 
vice-rector for finance. "It's 
another nibble operation where 
we're trying to cut money 
without cutting services or pro- 




grams. 

But, Martin said, the cuts will 
be felt "in some way whether 
it's the amount of cleaning, 
class sizes or parking fees." 

Concordia's faculty presi- 
dent, John Hill, said the school 
is "now at the end of what we ' 
can pare off and still have viable 
academic programs." 

McGill has begun limiting ac- 
cess to Management and 
Engineering, among other pro- 
grams, even though provincial 
funding for these programs has 
increased "as a means of ensur- 
ing quality." 

While UQAM is not stacking 
up a big deficit, the fifteen year 
old university has been unable 
to replace lecturers, who teach 
half of the school's courses, 
with full-time professors. The 
lecturers are cheaper but con- 
tribute much less to the univer- 
sity. 

The student government at 
UQAM has been pressuring the 
university to hire more full-time 
professors, because the lecturers 
do not spend as much time with 
students. 

"The level of subsidies 
doesn't let us catch up with the 
older unviersities," Louis 
Chaplain, UQAM's associate 
director for' financial services 
said. 

On the other hand, "we are a 
younger and more flexible in- 
si tut ion," so cuts are easier to 
make than in the older schools 
with more established pro- 
grams," Chaplain said. 

Menard summed up the situa- 
tion at all four universities when 
he said last month "the 
pedagogical quality necessiarly 
is going down."
